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Register article due on illegal grades 


Story reportedly centers

In what has been a continuous 
case of on-again, off-again, an 
article that is slated to appear in 
the Santa Ana-based Register 
detailing alleged grade forgeries at 
SAC is apparently on again. 

“We're going ahead with this 
thing (story) as soon as I rewrite 
(edit) it and it clears Legal,” 
Register columnist Jim Ruffalo 
stated in a telephone interview, 
Aug. 30. Ruffalo is serving as editor 
of the story that was researched 


~and written by former el Don.

The story is said to detail 11 
grade forgeries according to SAC 
Athletic Director Roger Wilson 
and is centered in. the college’s 
football program, which is under 
the leadership of head coach Tim 
Mills. 


Maddox further detailed the 
story by saying it “will encompass 
more than free grades. There 
seems to be a systematic misuse of 
academic procedures at the 
college with administrators 
apparently dismissing it as nothing 
unusual. The charges brought out 
in the story include not only 
violations of the State Athletic 
Code, but also state and federal 
laws.” 

Allegations against Mills are 
nothing new and have been 
circulating ever since the young 
coach took the South Coast 
Conference by storm in 1978, 
replacing a retiring Howard Black 
as head man of the grid program 
and turning a losing team into an 
instant contender. The latest 
charges came to light, however, 
more than three months ago when 
rumors began circulating that 
several ex-football players had 
said that they had received grades 
for courses they had never 
attended. 

In an Aug. 21 interview Wilson 
responded to the story by saying, 
“We have investigated--not just 
this (athletics) office, but other 
offices on campus have 
investigated every rumor or every 
allegation that has been made and 
there is no clear-cut evidence that 
there is anything really wrong.” 

At the time Wilson made the 
statement, it appeared his 
remarks would be the end of it, a 
view shared at the time by SAC 
President Bill Wenrich who said, 


“As far as I know, it is (a dead 
issue). Unless somebody knows 
something I don’t and that is 
always possible.” 

That possibility neared reality 
last Friday, when suddenly the 
story was reportedly near 
publication. SAC Sports 
Information Assistant Dave 
Romano was informed of the 
gravity of the charges by Ruffalo, 
and the school official then filled in 
Wenrich and Wilson. 

“If there is any substance to 
some of the charges that Dave 
Romano mentioned today, there is 
going to be a big investigation 
around here,” commented Wilson, 
hours after being supplied with the 
purported details. “The charges 
that were alluded to, were things 
that we had no idea about. If they 
haven’t got their things (facts) 
mixed up, there is a very serious 


‘problem here.” 


Wilson reported that the only 
alleged forgery he had heard about 
involved add/drop slips. “I don’t 
know how many addslips I’ve filled 
out for a volleyball class or for 
other classes or as a counselor. 
I’ve filled out add slips all the time,” 
Wilson commented frankly. “I was 
concerned about the intent of the 
add slip they were talking about, 
but I wasn’t as concerned about 
somebody else signing somebody 
in, or even writing the student’s 
name there. I don’t think that is 
very uncommon. Students leave 
them with the instructor a lot of 
times and they don’t sign them, so 
you sign them and turn them in.” 

Wilson then went on in further 
detail about the more serious 
irregularities. Now the other 
charge is made and now we're 
talking about forging grades, 
where somebody is. given 
something for which they didn’t 
make an effort. 

"This is not the first grade 
scandal (charge) that has ever hit 
Santa Ana College,” Wilson 
offered. Most of the allegations 
against Mills in the past, however, 
have centered on supposed illegal 
recruiting of out-of-district 
players. Wenrich supplied el Don 
with copies of response letters the 
SAC president had sent to Mira 
Costa, Mt. San Antonio and 
Fullerton colleges that addressed 
just such charges. 

Allegations brought by the 
schools included accusations that 
Mills and assistant coach Carl 
Ferrill were seen on the sidelines at 
both Carlsbad and Baldwin Park 
high schools in 1980. The charge 
was not denied, but rather the fact 
was brought ou: that Ferrill was a 
long-time friend with both high 
school coaches and was not there 
in arecruiting capacity. No players 
who attended either school have 
ever played at SAC during Mills’ 
tenure. 

Other allegations alluded to in 
Wenrich’s correspondence was 
the “illegal” distribution of SAC 
game tickets to high school 
athletes, which was proven not to 
be in violation of the code 
governing community college 


athletics, and a charge that Ferrill 
wrongly gave a prospect a ride 
home. The player had missed his 
scheduled train ride back and the 
assistant’s gesture was more in the 
humanitarian vein, but he was 
nevertheless reprimanded by 
Wenrich. 

Mills, for his part, opened his 
comments on the matter by 
saying, “The Register isn’t 
writing anything on us.” The 


fourth-year coach then added, “I 


have my own opinion and I don’t 
think that it would be appropriate 
at this time to print it. As of today, 
there has been a tremendous 
amount of things said and about 
zero ever proved. I have heard all 
of them (allegations), more times 
than I wish to hear. That’s all it is, is 
innuendos and half-truths.” 

“I don’t see how it is possible for 
anybody to forge, and I’m saying 
award a grade in another person’s 
class. Not unless there is a 
computer expert.” Wilson 
commented and then was asked 
the obvious, could Mills have had 
cooperation from another staff 
member or administrator? 

“I doubt that very much,” 
Wilson replied. “I doubt that very, 
very much. I say that frankly from 
the standpoint that Tim Mills’ 
personality is not one that he gets 
a lot of cooperation from a lot of 
staff people.” : 

The Register reportedly met 
with both Wilson and Romano 
Monday, with Ruffalo representing 
his paper. Wilson admitted that he 
had conferred with the columnist, 
but issued a non-committal “no 
comment” on what took place at 
the closed-door encounter. 

Ruffalo, for his part, also 
admitted talking to Wilson and 
Romano, but said it would be

“unprofessional” for him to 
comment what went on because el 
Don (a college weekly with a total 
readership near 6,000) is a 
competitor of The Register (a 
Southern California daily with a 
total circulation near 300,000). 
Both sides have gone to great 
lengths, however, to stress that 
“no deal” has been confirmed. 

Wilson reportedly heard that 
Ruffalo didn’t really want to print 
the story and wouldn’t if he was 
assured that steps were being 
taken to correct the problem. 
Ruffalo angrily denied the charge 
and Wilson has since said he can’t 
recall where he had heard the 
statement.

Center slated for 


opening t

Unforeseen delays and 
complications during construction 
of the new John E. Johnson 
Campus Center at SAC have 
forced the expected completion 
date nearer the beginning of 
October according to resident 
building inspector Tom Rice. 

Rice, whose ‘‘primary 
responsibility is to see that 
projects are built according to 
plans and specifications,” said the 
original projected date for the 
finished product was “sometime 
between June and July” of 1981. 

Foul weather, the discovery of 
substrata water beneath the 
construction site and other less 
serious problems hindered steady 
progress and resulted in several 
time extensions, Rice said. 

Large amounts of heavy rainfall 
during the demolition of the 
previously existing structures 
“turned the area into a huge mud 
puddle,” said SAC President Bill 
Wenrich. The amount of: time 
forfeited to weather was not 
certain. Rice complained the rain

set him back almost three months. 
Dr. Wenrich said he believed that 
only a few days were lost. 

Both men agree that the most 
severe loss of time was the result 
of ground water found 
approximately 20 feet below the 
surface where cement pilings for 
the foundation had to be poured. 
(Soil surveys indicated no water, 
said Dr. Wenrich.) 

To strengthen and secure the 
new building, the pilings were 
designed to reach a depth of at 
least 60 feet. The drying process of 
the soluble columns was not 
possible with the water present, 
and the cement would be 
permitted to run in all directions, 
Dr. Wenrich stated. So it was 
decided to reconstruct the 
method for pouring. A steel casing 
was utilized as a shell of protection 
for each column. That solved a 
major root problem. 

There were many other surface 
complications briefly mentioned 
by Rice. Requests made for 
additional work not included in the 
original blueprints helped to slow 
things down. Striking labor groups 
also contributed to setbacks.

Despite all the delays, students 
and faculty at SAC will have some 
access to the new center when 
school opens this fall. Food service 
will hopefully be available by the 
15th of September, said Dr. 
Wenrich consolingly. He _ is 
concerned with making sure that 
the food will be right rather than 
rush the issue and end by having 
poorly prepared meals. 

Snacks will be available from 
lunch wagons until the new 
cafeteria is ready. 

Options available for student 
and faculty use of the building 
when school starts will include 
scheduled conferences, club 
meetings, lounging, dancing and 
campus services, according to

The facility officially opens Sept. 8, though food 
services won't be ready until Sept. 15.

Activities/and Community 
Services. 

Input and feedback was 
encouraged by Vernon Armstrong, 
dean of Planning and Develop- 
ment. “We are wide open for ideas 
for how it (the campus center) 
should be used,” he said. 
Suggestions should be submitted 
to McCain. 

Enormous possibilities will 
accommodate the use of the new 
center, said Armstrong. It will be a 
place for community leaders and 
members to gather. “We needed a 
facility that was interesting and 
could be a center for student 
government and activities. We 
have wanted to do this for years,” 
Armstrong replied enthusiastically. 


Emphasis on the social gathering 
place will be one of flexibility. 

Events scheduled for attracting 
the public’s attention and 
participation have been planned 
for the fall. A mayor’s prayer 
breakfast is anticipated in 
October, and a conference on 
equal employment is also in the 
lineup for fall. McCain hopes these 
and other functions will help make 
the John E. Johnson Center a 
focal point both on campus and in 
the community.

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Deficit reaches A 
$3.3 million 


California’s ailing economy of 
the past two years has now 
affected the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District to the 
tune of $3.3 million according to 
two of the district’s highest 
officials. 

SAC President and RSCCD 
Superintendent Dr. Bill Wenrich 
and Bob Matthew, vice-president 
in charge of Business Operations, 
cited the figure as the end result of 
two straight years of budget deficit 
for the district. 

“In 1980-81, we received a $1.5 
million deficit, because the state 
just plain ran out of money,” 
Matthew commented of the 
beginning of the college’s financial 
headache. “The way the new 
finance bill works, that base is 
moved forward as the base for 
1981-82. They (the state) are in 
effect carrying forward that $1.5 
million, so that’s really another 
$1.5 million.” 

The resulting $3 million was 
added upon the California 
hierarchy’s decision to stop 
funding certain non-credit courses 
which they defined as “personal 
development” type of classes 
according to Wenrich. An 
additional $250,000 was then axed 
from SAC’s budget for that reason 
to account for the final $3.3 million 
figure. 

The biggest effect that SAC’s 
money problems will have, 
according to both men, is that the 
college student population will not 


* be able to grow, even if there are 


students to grow with. 

“The budget we adopted in ’81- 
82,” Matthew explains, “provides 
for only 2% percent of growth. 
When we grow over 244 percent, 
we will stop taking students.” 

There is a big difference, 
however, in the percentage that the 
state is funding for growth and the 
increase that many community 
college districts are experiencing. 
Adds Wenrich, “The state is 


funding 244 percent growth, but 
last year we grew 15 percent.” 
Early returns show Fall, 1981 
enrollment up 10 percent from a 
season ago. 


What it will all mean is an 
increase in closed classes for 
which no new sections will be 
opened as has been the case in 
more prosperous times. This year, 
Wenrich explains, he has told the 
admissions office to, “take it (a 
class) as big as you can stuff it, 
then cut it off.” 

In addition, though, possible 
overcrowding of some courses will 
not be the only result of the loss of 
state money. “It puts a damper on 
some of our hopes for expansion 
(of a second campus) in Orange,” 
evaluated Wenrich. “We’re not 
quite sure whether the state is going 
to have the money to do the 
construction next year. We only 
have enough to do part of the land 
development and utility extension. 
We’ve got to have state money to 
build out there.” 

Also affected was the 
anticipated 1980-81 balance of $4 
million. The two straight years of 
deficit spending has eroded the 
reserve to $1.7 million as it 
currently stands. “Let’s assume 
we have another year like last 
year,” Matthew offered. “That 
would just about wipe us out.” 

The likelihood for another down 
year for the California economy is 
becoming a distinct possibility as 
the Mediterranean fruit fly 
continues its march through the 
state’s agricultural heartland. 

Warns Matthew, “Should the 
same thing happen again in 1981- 
82 (as has happened the two 
previous years), I think we’ll have 
to see some severe budget cuts.” 
Wenrich echoed his assistant’s 
opinion, saying, “Unless we 
somehow build that (the deficit) 
into our base income it will occur 
forever.”

“This past year we added a 
Video Display Terminal to teach 
computer typesetting.” explained 
el Don adviser Terry Bales, “and 
this year we hope to train students 
more in TY reporting and camera 
work what with all the new 
emphasis on television news.” 

To be part of the program, 
students may earn 3 units of credit 
and experience in the following 
courses, according to Bales: 

-Journalism 12 |--Newswriting.

It will be 
in this class that in-the-field TV 
reporting will be taught using the 
school’s new mini-camera and 
editing facilities.

Training on the VDT and 
an emphasis in graphic arts design 
will be stressed.

Kemp: . To my knowledge she 
wasn’t a supporter of Wisegarver 
or myself. She remained 
unconnected through the 
campaign.

el Don: Have you spoken to 
her? 

Kemp: Sure, we’ve been 
working together all summer.

Also 
planned in the general scheme of 
thing, though it has not as yet been 
voted on by our glorious student 
government comrades, is the 
possibility of a Renaissance Faire.

But please try 
at least to respect the flavour. 
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have managed to increase the 
student budget by about $30,000 
which was also a campaign 
pledge last year. Last year, as 
you know, we had $12,000, and 
at this point we have secured 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $35,000 to $45,000. 
el Don: And how did you 
manage to do that? 
Kemp: Kind of a complex 
process through negotiating with 
the president of the college (Bill 
Wenrich), our dean, Don 
McCain, vice-president (Bob) 
Mathew , also through the food 
contract with SAGA, it was a 
very substantial gain for ASB. 
And the important thing, along 
with this large gain, we must 
remember that there is still not 
an ASB charge, there is no ASB 
fee. So I feel that the significant 
increase in the student 
government budget is ideal for 
the students. We have a 
moderate budget now, as 
opposed to a negligible one last 
year, and it is not costing the 
students one darn penny. 
el Don: Have you ever had any 
designs on imposing an ASB fee? 
Kemp: No 
el Don: During your campaign, 
you made mention of your 
intentions to change the 
relationship between student 
government and the school 
administration, | think you used 
the phrase, “to get them off our 
backs.” Could you elaborate on 
that at this point? 
Kemp: Okay, that’s part of the 
point of reform that I was 
mentioning. I feel that certain 
areas of the administration have 
too firm a grip on student 
government and that sometimes 
student government does not 
truly reflect the independence 
that it is entitled to. 
el Don: What do you mean by 
“too firm a grip?” 
Kemp: That they (have a) 
stranglehold on student 
government if you will. We’ve 
been hamstrung in the past 
having a budget of only $12,000, 
where Orange Coast, for 
example, boasts an annual ASB 
budget of $300,000 and at 
Cerritos College the ASB boasts 
of $350,000. That clearly puts 
Santa Ana College in the 
perspective of not being very 
expressive financially, and, also 
perhaps, I think that some of our 
past members of student 
government may not have had 
the necessary administrative 
experience to deal effectively 
with their counterparts in the 
administration. 
el Don: What sort of political 
experience have you had, before 
Santa Ana College, for instance 
in high school? 
Kemp: None in high school. I’ve 
worked on a couple of local 
campaigns for city councilmen. 
el Don: During the elections 
you also spoke of starting a 
major speaker program. | 
wonder what plans you’ve made 
so far toward that end? 
Kemp: I’m planning a special 
committee to research who is 
available, on what dates, how 
much they will cost, etc.:and I 
think it will require a committee 
of perhaps five, six, seven people 
to do it effectively. One of the 
problems is that I’d like to see 
the reforms that I hope to bring 
to student government and 
Santa Ana College linger on 
after I’m gone. To get a speaker 
or to get experts and expert 
testimony and debates they have 
to be scheduled. They’re like any 
other business. They have 
booking agents, and frequently 
the most desirable of them are 
booked sometimes a year or two 
in advance. This year 1s going to

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be a difficult job to book experts 
and top name lecturers, if you 
will, because they’re on this 
committed schedule. Santa Ana 
College this year will be getting 
in on the tail end of it. We'll be 
picking up the leftovers. We'll be 
picking up the people that 
haven’t already been contracted 
to speak at other colleges and 
other campuses. But next year, 
if our committee follows up and 
the program stays intact, it 
should be ten-fold rewarding to 
the student body. 

el Don: Who are you looking 
having on campus this year? 
What type of people, maybe you 
could give me some examples? 
Kemp: I can give you topics, 
rather than names | think. I’m 
not familiar personally with who 
currently is in the business of 
touring college campuses, but I 
would like to see major 
politicians come and speak at 
the campus, like Gov. Jerry 
Brown. Perhaps he could come 
and talk about the Med-fly. 
Senators, congressmen, local 
elected officials. I’d also like to 
see experts come to debate 
issues such as nuclear 
disarmament, nuclear power, 
ecology, etc. 

el Don: What sort of 
relationship would you like to 
have with the el Don? 

Kemp: Most importantly, | 
would like to see student 
government represented fairly, 
given adequate space. 

el Don: You're a political 
science major. | was wondering 
what your personal plans were 
for the future, that is to say, 
after you leave Santa Ana 
College? 

Kemp: | am planning on 
attending the University of 
California system, and entering 
law school. 

el Don: Do you plan any 
student activities after your 
student life? 

Kemp: I’m not going to rule out 
any possibilities. 

el Don: If your presidency were 
to be remembered for only one 
thing, what would you like it to 
be? 

Kemp: That the voice of the 
students had been restored to 
student government here, and 
that they were truly an 
independent organization, that 
they had the funding to 
adequately provide the 
necessary rounding off of 
education that hasn’t been 
provided here in the past. 
Namely, !ectures, debates, 
concerts, entertainment, this 
campus has been, in my opinion, 
dead, culturally, and I think that 
the students have been deprived 
of a well-rounded education. My 
primary satisfaction would be to 
see the students actually 
obtaining a well-rounded 
education here.

Focus: Eddie West Fie/d

Santa Ana College has been playing its home 
football games at the same location for the past 20 
years now, yet most people actually know very little 
about the stadium they call the Santa Ana Bowl. 

First of all, it hasn’t been Officially titled the Santa 
Ana Bowl since 1963, when the name was changed to 
Santa Ana Muncipal Stadium. A few years later, after 
the death of longtime Register sports editor Eddie 
West, the facility was renamed Eddie West Field - 
Santa Ana Stadium, which stands as its official title 
today. 

Another little known fact about the stadium is that 
it is the second largest public assembly seating facility 
in Orange County and ranks in the top 15 in the state 
of California. 

Also, very few Southern California residents realize 
that during this past offseason, the City of Santa Ana 
has begun the first of several phases of renovation of 
the stadium, aimed at making it more comfortable 
and enjoyable to attend, as well as to play in. 

The first dilemma that needed to be overcome was 
the poor condition of the playing field. Several local 
high schools have Santa Ana Stadium as their home 
field as well as SAC, so within a few weeks into the 


football season, most of the grass in the middle of the: 


field had been dug up in the past due to abuse. 
The city took a step in hopefully solving this 

problem by planting a test patch of new sod covering 

the most damaged part of the playing field. The entire 


area of grass between the 20-yard lines and high 
school hash marks was completely removed along 
with a brick base which had prevented proper growth 
of grass plants. Thena ditch was dug and a perforated 
French drain pipe was inserted to allow more efficient 
drainage to occur. A sandy river soil was laid over 
this, and finally the new sod was planted, and is said to 
be doing very well thus far. 

Another renovation has been taking place during 
the past few months designed to improve the 
inadequate lighting which existed. All of the old light 
towers will eventually be removed, replaced by high 
wattage bulbs which will supply approximately twice 
the previous light while using half as many bulbs. 

And how much is all this costing local taxpayers? 
Absolutely nothing, according to Santa Ana Park and 
Recreation division head Bill Palethorpe. The total 
cost of the project is in excess of $100,000., but the 
funding came entirely from a state grant along witha 
city match from federal revenue sharing. 

This year’s improvements of the field and lighting 
conditions are just the beginning of an entire 
renovating plan. Other problems that Palethorpe 
says will be solved in the near future include the 
inadequate capacity of the present concession stand 
at the west end of the stadium, and the poor condition 
of the rest-rooms and locker rooms. 

Palethorpe added that attendance at the stadium 
has almost tripled over the last three years, and the 
city is hoping that by upgrading the facility that trend 
will continue.

Depth on the offensive and defensive lines will be head coach Tim 
Mills’ biggest concern this season as the fourth-year coach begins 


workouts prior to the 1981 grid opener with old rival Fullerton on Sept. 
19 


“Our depth at the line is probably not as deep as you’d want to have it 
going into the season. I wouldn’t say we’re weak, but hopefully some of 
our young kids will be able to come on,” Mills remarked Monday, three 
days into practice. 


The defensive line returns two lettermen, but one has never played the 
position. The returnee who has played there is big (6-5, 210) Rick 
Yamada. As a freshman, Yamada made 17 unassisted tackles, assisted 
on 13 others and had a quarterback sack to his credit. The other squad 
member is 6-2, 215 Todd Biggs who played at the tight end spot. 


But while the lines may be weak, the Dons have both the talent and the 
depth at the skill positions. Joe Trotter, who sat out 1980 after playing 
with the Dons in 1979, and Mike Harrington (5-10, 159) are around to give 
SAC experience and quality at wide receiver. The latter player grabbed 
down 17 passes last season for 248 yards. 


At quarterback, Tim Rotell returns after completing the anly pass he 
threw last year and will compete with 6-2, 185 Bob Frasco, who sat out 
much of the past season with an injury. Anthony Sidney and Mike 
Gomez are also in line to have a shot at the No. 1 job. 


Powerful fullback Cedric Turner returns after a 1980 campaign that 
saw him rest in the shadow of SAC’s all-star tailback Darryl Smith who 
has since gone on to the University of Illinois after leading the South 
Coast Conference in rushing. Turner, in tact, finished sixth in the league 
in ground yardage with 102 carries for 485 yards and three T.D.s. 


“We've got some really good freshmen running backs,” Mills offered of 
Turner’s backfield mates, “but I don’t know how good they re going to 
be. We could end up starting freshmen very easily. They’re that good.”

On the other spots, Mills felt the best about the linebacking corps. Five 
potential starters are back as sophomores to compete for the four jobs. 
John Crout (6-1, 180) i$ the name to watch this year after the second- 
year player out of Texas led Don tacklers a season ago. 


Crout had 42 unassisted tackles in 1980 and 10 quarterback sacks. 
Starter Gary Allder (6-1, 207) is back as well after pulling down 52 enemy 
ball carriers. Clifton Irvin, Marc Ehlers (6-3, 205) and Steve Jacoby (6-1, 
220) return from ’80. The latter also saw action at the tight end spot. 


“If we can keep everybody healthy there, (linebacking) could be one of 
the stronger areas, just because there’s so much experience there,” Mills 
summed up. Tony Campbell and Kurt Adams are back to reclaim their 
starting spots in the secondary. 


SAC has a new look to its schedule this season courtesy of a 
conference change. The Dons move into the Mission League, while the 
team they are replacing, Golden West, moves over to the South Coast 
Conference. It’s too early to get a line on how well Santa Ana will do 
against the new foes, but for right now Mills is preparing for game No. 1 
against perennial power Fullerton, still a member of the SCC. 


“If we can get ourselves ready for them, then we can get ourselves 
ready for each succeeding game,” Mills said of the team he has beaten 
three straight years to give SAC an edge in the series between the two 
schools at 27-26-4. “I don’t expect anything but a pretty good football 
game,” the coach concluded of the Sept. 19, 7:30 p.m. contest at Eddie 
West Field/Santa Ana Stadium. 


In conference, however, the Dons were picked to finish second behind 
Saddleback in a poll of the league’s SID’s and coaches. Mills believes that 
that must have come off the squad's past record (20-9-1 under Mills) and 
would have liked to see his team picked seventh (in aseven-team league) 
because “there’s only one way to go. . .up.”

“Tve never guaranteed anybody that we’re going to be champions, but 
we’ve always been respectable out there,” Mills commented honestly.

Women’s volleyball will try to 
rebound from its off year of a 
season ago when it opens up 
against Saddleback Sept. 18. 
Coach Nancy Warren will later 
host the prestigious SAC 
Tournament Sept. 26.
